The need of a community hos- 
pital in this district has long 
been a cry of local citizens, not 
only because of the financial 
angle but also the fact that there 
is a shortage of hospital beds in 
Salinas.

A 
committee, composed of two 
doctors, two nurses, and a real 
estate agent, has been. selected 
by Mr. and Mrs. Church to 
choose the location.

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New Courses Create Interest 


Among J. C. Students 


Several new classes have been 
added to the-Jaysee curricula 
this semester. In the Engineering 
department, Electrical and 
Mechanical Engineering have 
been added. The commerce 
department is: offering Merchan- 
dise Analysis and the Hygiene 
department presents instruction 
in Red Cross First Aid. A course 
which is causing a great deal of 
interest *among dramatic and 
vocal students is the course 
listed as Musical Play. 

Under the able teaching of 
Mr. Bullis, the Electrical Engin- 
eering classes are planning a full 
semester of interesting and 
instructive work. The course con- 
sists of a two hour problem and 
a lab period. The problem period 
is of special advantage because 
the students learn the methods 
of. working problems under 
direct supervision. The students 
are taught to use, connect, and 
care for electrical instruments 
and apparatus in the lab period. 
This semester both class and 
experimentation will be com- 
posed of the fundamentals of 
electrical circuits and apparatus. 
During the second term the 
classes will try to include some 
of the applications of electricity 
to modern life and industry. In 
discussing this course Mr. Bullis 
said, “I have made three strik- 
ing observations about the’ boys 
with whom I have come in con- 
tact. They all seem to catch on 
quickly, and to exercise care in 
using electrical instruments,” 
Mr. Bullis added. ‘“‘The boys in 
general appear to be unusually 
polite!” ; 

Mechanical Engineering, 
taught by Mr. Anselmo, and 
especially recommended for low- 
er division engineering students, 
considers the fundamentals of 
heat. with special reference to 
fuels, steam, turbines and -diesel 
engines. 

This course is designed to 
enable the beginning student to 
gain a knowlédge of the proc- 
esses and problems. involved in 
changing heat energy into 
mechanical energy. Emphasis is 
placed upon the various charac- 
teristics and advantages to be 
obtained from steam, gas, and 


The Last Sweet 


Pea of Summer 


With the help of a team and 
mower, the sweet pea crop west 
of the building in the patio was 
harvested during the Admission 
Day holiday by NYA. youths, 
who temporarily forgot. that “a 
thing of beauty is a joy forever,” 
in view of the more business-like 
purpose of obtaining seeds con- 
tracted for by the Ferry-Morse 
Company. 

The crop has been laid on can- 
vas to dry, and the seeds will be 
obtained by subsequent thresh- 
ing. The peas were planted on or 
about the first of February, in 
time to withstand a rain or two, 
which obliterated the necessity 


of further watering during later’ 


months. Nevertheless, an excel- 
lent crop of plants was produced, 
which bloomed thrivingly until 
the first of September. 

The nasturtiums, a short time 
ago also a brilliant blanket cov- 
ering a portion of the campus, is 
now being harvested. The proc- 
ess is approximately the same as 
was used in harvesting the peas, 
except that the nasturtium plants 
had to be pulled by hand. 

Last year several of the agri- 
culture students were able to 
earn considerable profits by con- 
tracting with the Ferry-Morse 
people for sweet pea seeds. 
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diesel engines. 

With the national defense pro 
gram and the added interest in 
“doing one’s part,” the First Aid 
course should attract a large 
number of students.

Tonight at 8 o’clock Coaches Tiny Hall and Ed Adams will turn 
their Panther gridders loose in the Monterey Hi stadium to tangle 
with the Alhambra Alumni Club, a squad composed of the out- 
standing footballers of Contra Costa County, 

What looked like a rough high school team two weeks ago 
on the J. C. practice field has now developed into a smooth fast- 
moving college team. Although the odds have been stacked against 
the local squad since the start of practice the Jayseers have very 
strong possibilities of outclassing the invaders tonight. Out of a 
squad of 35, 27 of the boys are fresh from high school. 

Coached by Sid Lippow of U. S. C., the invading gridders boast 
a squad of 35 of which 17 are veterans, having played with the 


team since its organization five years ago. Besides this five-year 
alumni. experience most of them romped the gridiron ,for three 
or four years in high school. 

The Martinez team has a line averaging 180 pounds and a 
backfield of 175 pounds. Their attack will be centered around 


Storrelli who gained the jHame of Dynamite George in his high 
school days for his clean’ style of rough and tough footballing. 
Avilas, a small backfield man, will be used for his speed and 
ability to find a hole in the opponent's line (it is doubtful if he 
will be able to find one in the J. C. line.) Other names on the 
Martinez roster are Pistochine, an experienced ball snatcher, and 
Bruno, a guard who keeps in shape. by rolling around 500 pound 
barrels in an oil refinery. 

In the past five years the Alhambra Alumni Club has com- 
pleted a schedule of 36 games, losing only a few of them to prom- 
inent. coastal teams. They are playing an. eleven game schedule 
this year. In contrast to the Salinas Maroon and Gold outfits the 
visitors will be decked in uniforms of blue pants, yellow jersies 
and blue and yellow helmets. 

It is yet undetermined who has: gained the permanent berths 
on the S. J. C. squad, but they will be chosen from. the leading 18 
squad members. Wallace and Hunter are both gunning for the left 
guard position while Mello and Macklin are in line for the left 
tackle spot. Macklin gives way to 220 pounder Henry Mello. by 30 
pounds. McMasters and Steele are listed for the right guard posi- 
tion but Steele may see more action due to his weight. Dick Voris 
and Booth are contending for the center spot while Givotti and 
Giles are-on par for the left end position of the maroon and gold 
line. 

Lisk, Salinas C.C.A:L. star, will fill the right halfback spot 
while Letterman Herb Schiro and Ed Townes are awaiting the 
decision for the left half position. Di Orio and Lanois, noted high 
school footballers, are in line for the coveted quarterback spot and 
Padilla and Fisher, the latter a letterman, will vie for the tailback 
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spot. 

Although this is only a pre-season game, Tiny will have to 
pull all the tricks from his sleeves, and the gridders will have 
to employ a faultless running and passing attack, plus a strong 
defense, to subdue the invaders and get off to a good start for 
what looks like an extra tough schedule. A
